AVING tried—in vain— 

to kill the new Jewish 
state, the Truman-Marshall 
diplomats changed their 
tactics. They rushed td rec- 
ognize Israel to hide their 
previous crimes against it. 

But only a child would 
believe that the Marshall 
Planners who first be 
trayed the partition agree- 
ment and then tried to knife 
the new state up to the last 
minute, have had a change 
of heart. The oil banker- 
generals in Washington will 
still try to “do a job” on the 
independence of Israel. 

Israel needs arms. The 
present arms embargo per- 
mits the Arabian feudal 
chiefs to get-guns and bul- 
lets from London and in- 
directly from American- 
supplied states in the Mid- 
dle East. It prevents the 
Jewish people from getting 
any. This must be stop- 
ped. Arms must be shipped 
to Israel!

The Harlem police beating of a Negro woman Saturday 
night at 116 St. and Lenox Ave. brought out thousands of 
citizens in protest. Police at once deployed over 100 patrol- 


men, detectives and big brass in® 


Saturday to 
2 a.m. yesterday morning. 

According to an eyewitness, Mrs. 
Thomas, 38, of 309 W. 148 St., 
mother of four children, was beat- 
en to the sidewalk after an argu- 
ment with a checker in Foremost 
Foods Market, 101 W. 116 St. 

Mrs. Thomas is the wife of a 
merchant seaman. Her assailant 
was 28 Precinct patrolman Jack 
Shep. A woman who was in the 
store during the incident told the 
Daily Worker that Shep, called to 


_ settle Mrs. Thomas’ argument with 


Helen Janowsky, 262 Davidson St., 
the checker, used his nightstick on 
Mrs. Thomas. 

“The cop,” she said, “beat Mrs. 
Thomas on the head. He pushed 
her out of the store and beat 
her some mere. When she fell te 
the sidewalk he kept on hitting 
her.” 

At midnight Saturday the area 
around the store was tense as po- 
lice kept people moving and detec- 
tives stood on stoops and in door- 
ways. 

POLICE STORY 

Deputy Chief Inspector Fristen- 
sky denied that Mrs. Thomas had 
been beaten by a policeman, She 
was injured during a scuffle with 
store employes, he claimed. 

Yesterday Deputy Inspector 
Thomas V. Boylan of the 26th 
Precinct admitted that Mrs. 
Thomas suffered “contusions and 
bruises of the head.” 

Boylan said she had been treat- 
ed at Sydenham Hospital. A check 
with Sydenham officials, however 
failed to reveal a record of Mrs. 
Thomas’ edmission. 

Boylan declared that four men 
were arrested for disorderly con- 
duct during the night but refused 
to give their names. He said no 
charges had been lodged against 
either Mrs. Thomas or any store 
employes involved. 

When the Daily Worker reporter 
visited Mrs. Thomas’ home yester- 
day a man, who said he was a friend 
minding her children, declared that 
she was not in.

CHICAGO, May 16—The showdown stage of the nationwide strike of 100,000 
CIO packinghouse workers looms as it enters its 10th week tomorrow. The big packers 
are expected to climax their strike-breaking drive this week. At this stage, it is touch- 


and-go for both sides. 

The packers are seeking to ex- 
ploit to the maximum the eco- 
nomic hardships of the workers, 
who lack individual financial re- 
serves because of the industry's low 
wages. 

But the strikers have effectively 
shut down the plants of the Big 
Four packers, who have sustained 
heavy losses. The strikers have 
also withstood terror and violence, 
as well as injunctions and attempt- 
ed back-to-work movements. 


PACKERS’ OWN FIGURES 


The packers’ own boastful fig- 
ures of the number of strikers who 
have gone back total up to but a 
fraction of those on strike. 

Further, the packers find it 
necessary to continue bombarding 
the strikers with appeals by tele- 
phone, telegrams, special delivery 
letters and personal visits to 
homes. 

In the case of Wilson & Co., 
workers were first informed that 
May 3 was the deadline for being 
back on the job. When this failed, 
another deadline was set for May 
10, which ended as ingloriously as 
the first. Now, still another dead- 
line has been fixed for temorrow 
morning.

IN TRYING TO GET off the hot spot 
where the Soviet Union’s peace offen- 
sive had placed him, Secretary Marshall 
declared the other day that the Soviet 
Union should show its good faith by act- 
ing within the United Nations. The eyes of the 
country were directed toward the UN, which sud- 
denly becomes the great. passion of our diplomacy. 
It’s worth examining just what this really means, 
— 1 so many Americans who have been 
2 pressing for American-Soviet un- 
derstanding have also been em- 
phasizing the role of the United 
Nations. . 

Just take the Long Island 
Railroad out to Great Neck, if 
you wish, and then the bus to 
Lake Success, and see for your- 
self how seriously Mr. Marshall's 
advice should be taken, 

3 The UN is stalemated on a 
— vepaiav issues, from atomic energy to 
Palestine. And why? Not because of any inherent 


defect in the United Nations itself—but because of 


the absence of an overall American-Soviet under- 
standing. 

Mr. Marshall is putting the cart before the horse 
when he implies that the cold war can be ended in 
the UN; on the contrary, it can only be ended 
outside of the UN, and unless the cold war is ended, 
the danger is that the UN will be ended. It is an 
optical illusion and a cruel deception to make 
believe that American-Soviet relations can be im- 
proved within the United Nations, except as they 
are improved outside of it. 

— 

IN FACT, there is something indecent in this 
suggestion when everybody knows that the UN went 
downhill because the United States bypassed the 
UN—when the Marshall Plan and the Truman 
Doctrine got the cold war going in earnest. Only a 
year ago we were told that basic problems of the 
peace could not be thrown into the UN hoppers. 
The German settlement, we were told, was a mat- 
ter for the great powers to resolve outside of the 
UN. Now, when the Russians confront us with our 
Own proposal to discuss the basic issues of the peace, 
Wwe suddenly re-discover the United Nations! This 
is no more than a hoax. Certainly nobody at the 
UN, or in the foreign office of other nations, will 
take this seriously.

AS A MATTER of fact, while focussing atten- 


tion on the UN, the State Department is now in 
league with Senator Arthur Vandenberg to set off 


Gamaging dynamite within the UN itself. True, 


Mr. Marshall has rejected the extreme idea of 
Scrapping the veto, etc., as put forward by some 
members of Congress. Having used the racket over 
the “veto” for all its worth, the State Department 
wants to brake the momentum of its own prop- 


Why? Do they really mean to make it work? 
Not at all. Their response to the Soviet peace move 
shows that.

An item In the Denver Post re- 
ports Communist “infiltration” 
among Indians here. It states: 


This would be a poor time for 


infiltration. The fishing season 
opens Saturday and there won't 
be any hungry or dissatisfied In- 
dians until it closes.” 


It is true that the fishing sea- 
son is open, but we haven't got 
the dollars to buy licenses with, 
so we are still hungry. I think 
the government officials are scared 
stiff the Sioux Indians may soon 


organize and demand the right to 


be treated as equals with the rest 
of the American people. 


The Oglola Sioux Indians, in- 
cluding a percentage of those who 
own replacement cattle or, in 
other words, ares taking care of 
cattle for the government, are in 
dire need of relief aid. Many of 
the children, especially here at 
the Allen district, are living ex- 
amples of malnutrition. Many 
families go to bed hungry. 


‘We had only one doctor for the 
10,000 Indians scattered over an 
area of nearly 500 square miles. 
One hospital with a 35-bed 
capaciity serves the entire Indian 
population, and the hospital is 
located in the extreme southeast 
corner of the reservation. Sioux 
Indians babies are born in can- 
vas tents in sub-zero weather, 
with just a woman neighbor act- 
ing as a midwife. Some families 
live in tents the etritire year 
around, through no choice of 
their own. ; 

Government officials get their 
salary check every two weeks, 80 
they don’t care whether Mr. In- 
dian starves to death or not. Is 
this justice in a democracy?

Nick Migas Tested 
Murray’s Tolerance 


F YOU WANT to know what happens 
to people who dare to criticize Phil 
Murray look at what happened te dele- 
gate Nick Migas of Indiana Harbor’s Lo- 
cal 1010 at Inland Steel. Nick, and I am 
proud that he is a Communist, like many other 
delegates, planned to take issue with the union's 
get-nothing wage policy. He thought he could do it 
in the one place where even unions like “King” Joe 
Ryan's outfit let you talk—in convention. 

But Murray also knew that 
people of many locals wanted to 
challenge his please-the-trusts 
wage policy. So he and his execu- 
tive board of 36 and some 500 
pay-rollers and their hangers-on 
set the stage for as frenzied a 
lynch-mob type of red-baiting 
hysteria as I ever saw, even at 
conventions of David Dubinsky's / 8 
ILGWU. Murray, who professes to be a oy sy man, 
and always advises tolerance, has made some of 
the worst AFL red-baiters look like “liberals.” And 
for rabble-rousing he has no second, when he gets 
going. 


Fron IIS KEYNOTE speech on, he delivered 

wave after wave of hysterical Wallace-baiting 
and red-baiting oratory, assisted by guest speakers. 
Each speech threw up more fantastic falsehoods 
about Communists. His payrollers were getting 80 
delirious that it would have taken very little to 
whip them up into a lynch mob. 

Discussion? Opponents tried it on the third 
party. They could hardly be heard above the boos 
and catcalls of the mob. And Murray, looking upon 
the mass of delegates, somehow seldom saw anyone 
he knew didn’t agree with him. And no sooner had 
a couple of speakers had the floor than the mob 
shouted for a vote. And Murray very democratically 
let the “majority” rule. 

So it was wasting breath to speak in Mechanics 
Hall last week. Declaring opposition to anything 
was synonymous with announcing yourself as a 
Communist. Hundreds of delegates who are known 
to be opposed to the wage policy just gave up their 
intention as impossible, Most don’t like to take on 
any more hardships than they have.

UT NICK MIGAS is different. He decided that 

someone had to put the spotlight on Murray 
for what he is, and he figured out a way. He mimeo- 
graphed his statement on wages—and a sizzling one 
it was—and gave it out to the delegates. That was 
the greatest sin Nick could have committed, for 
Murray never tolerated the slightest criticism—if it 
came from the left. 


So it was a crucifixion on Thursday 4:30 p.m. 
a half hour before adjournment time, when Murray 
called up the wage resolution. He was now out to 
show that he could get an endorse:zent of his 
policy without any discussion, He called first upon 
Joe Germano, director of the district where Migas 
belongs and who has a strong-arm orientation, to 
to perform the preliminaries. Germano unloaded 10 
minutes of abuse upon Migas. 

Murray then called Migas to the mike in the 
middle of the aisle and answer why he took this 
“treacherous recourse” against Lord Murray. 
Meanwhile, a score of heavy-weighted ushers stood 


around him acting tough. Murray had to admonish 


them against violence, while others on the floor 
screamed insults and “throw him out.” 


Migas showed those cowards what a Commu- 
nist is made of. He stood his ground and didn’t 
take any bulldozing. Moreover, he made the speech 
he wanted to make to the amazement of the 
shouting clique. After a few minutes of this invol- 
untary tolerance, Murray cut him off, ordered him 
to take his seat, and put the vote on the wage 
resolution,

QEVERAL MINUTES later there was a commotion 
at the entrance. Hundreds of delegates made a 
rush for it. Nick, on his way out, was set upon by a 
gang of ushers. As he freed himself and ran across 
the street, others who had been waiting pounced 
upon him. He was quite a mess by the time some 
policemen arrived and took him away in a taxi, 
The most tragic irony I ever came across was 
the unanimous adoption by this convention of a 
fine omnibus resolution on civil liberties and toler- 
ance. It opposed the Mundt Bill, denounced the 
Thomas-Rankin Committee, and defended “polit- 
ical minorities.” I doubt if Rep. Mundt or Thonias 
woald have planned this convention differently.

Why Migas Was Slugged 


A DELEGATE to the CIO steel workers convention, 

Nick Migas, was slugged pretty badly by strong- 
arm officials who had been whipped up to a fever pitch 
of anti-Communist hysteria by union president Philip 
Murray. 


Murray later said he did not “condone” the slugging. 
We doubt that this will make the sluggers feel unhappy, 
or that it will erase the anti-democratic brutality which 
is the main argument, it seems, of red-baiters in the 
unions. 

Why was Nick Migas slugged? 


He wrote a leaflet about wages and contracts. The 
leaflet committed a serious breach of etiquette which in- 
furiated some of Murray’s most vociferous followers— 
the leaflet urged a WAGE INCREASE of 25 cents an hour 
for the workers in the steel mills of the nation. Further- 
more, the leaflet carried certain other sinister, and what 
Murray mockingly called, “outside” influences—it urged 
that the steel union follow the example of the miners 
and refuse to be hog-tied by two-year “no strike” con- 
tracts which give the steel corporations all the advan- 
tages in wage negotiations. To top it all, Migas’ leaflet 
urged a publicity campaign in the press to win public 
support for a 25 cents wage increase, and—the final 
crime—he urged the convention to cooperate with all 
other unions for wage increases. 

For these crimes, 
since, 


Nick Migas was slugged. And 
Migas is a Communist the convention voted to 
make it illegal for Communists to represent local unions 


—a sort of miniature Mundt Bill and Taft-Hartley law 
with an ACTU label on it. 


With Migas beaten for urging a wage increase 
for steel workers, the convention voted to grant Murray 
a $5,000 a year increase over his present $20,000 a year 
salary, with equivalent increases for other hard-pressed 
officials at the top.

Dr. Cunningham is not yet on the ballot in any state, but he is 
going to attend the Democratic national convention where he is sure 
there will be a Cunningham stampede.
